although Colonel YouncHusBanp, in nago- 
tiating a Convention with the Tibetan 
autborities, made a stipulation that British 
troops should occupy the Chumbi Valley 
until the completion of the indemnit 
payments, which were spread over a period 
of seventy-five years, the Imperial Govern- 
ment showed no hesitation in modifying 
this and agreeing to the evacuation ag scon 
as China made herself respons:ble for the 
fulfilment of all the other terms of the 
Convention. What Great Britain desired 
was that Titet should recognige the validity 
and carry into full effect the provisions of the 
Anglo-Coinese Cunvention of 1890 andthe 
Trade Regulations which were agreed upon 
three years later. Asa result of the British 
advance to Lhassa, the Tibetan authorities, 
by a Convention, bound themselves to do 
this, and a great deal more, which the 
Chinese Goverv ment subsequently confirmed, 
aud expressly undertook to secure the 
fulfilment of the terms of the Conveotion. 
While Great Britain has engaged not to 
annex Tibetan territory or to interfere in 
the internal administration of Tibet, the 
Government of China has undertaken not 
to permit avy other foreign State to 
interfere with the territory or interaal 
administration of Tibet. Russia, moreover, 
has formally recognised that Great Britain, 
“by reason of her geographical position,” 
has a special interest in the maintenance of 
the status quo in the external relations of 
Tibet. She has also engaged on her part to 
respect the territorial integrity of Tibet 
and to +bstain from all interference in ite 
incernal administration. We can therefore 
see no reason for contemplating a future 
British military expedition to Tibet for 
the purpose of securing the fulfilment of 
existing agreements.

THE REVIVAL OF ROMANISM 
IN ENGLAND.

(Daily Press, October 19tb.) 

There bas been no event in England in 
recent times of greator significance than the 
holding of the Eucharistic Congress in Lon- 
don. The growth of Roman Catholicism 
in Eugland during the last half cantury 
has been endrmous. FRoupg, the historian, 
in one of his Eseays recilla that in bis 
boyhood the Roman Catholic religion hang 
about a fow ancient English families like a 
ghost of the past. ‘‘They preserved their 
creed as an heirloom which tradition rather 
than conviction made sacred to them. A 
contert from Protestantism to Popery 
would have been as great a monster as a 
convert to Buddhism or Odin.” In the

Buch a strikiag 
wanifestation of the rivival of Romanism 
as the boldiog of a Eucharistio Congress 
in London must have set most thought- 
ful minds speculating not only as to the 
causes which have produced so remark- 
bat also upon the final 
significince of the movement. These are 
questions, however, which io a single article 
can only bs briefly touched upon. Ween 
here only suggest that the causes wry he 
found, on tke one hand, in the growth ofa 
materislistic phifo-opky breathing a spirit 
of indifference to all religious forms and 
ceremonies, and on the other to that 
increasing luve of ritual in the Church of 
England which brings it daily into closer 
affinity with the Church of Rome. For good 
or ill, the advance of Roman Catholicism 
in England is destined to continue. There 
hus been no great ebullition of national 
feeling over the holding of the Eucharistic 
Congress such as might have been expecte] 

rhaps, when we remember our English 
‘history, and the confidence of the

| justified. Had the authorities ia charge of 


the Congress arrangements not committed 
ao error of judgment in arranging 
for a procession of the Hoat through the 
streets adjoining the Roman Cathedral at 
Westminster, cootrary to the provisions of 
the Emancipation Act of 1529, the world 
might have been left in some doubt as to 
whether Protes‘antism had not ceased 
to be a force to be reckoned with in 
England. Froupeg, in the Eseay to which 
allusion has already been made warned the 
English peop'e that “Catholicism has learnt 
nothing aad forgotten nothing. It is 
tolerant now because i's strength is broken. 
Tt has been fighting for bare existenoe, and 
its demands at present are satisfied with 
fair play, But let it (he says) have a 
numerical majority behind it and it will 
reclaim its old authority. It will 
again insist on coutrolling all departments 


of knowledge. The principles on which it

will grow ‘again as naturally and enn 
asa seed in a dongenial soil. Then it 
once more come ia collision with the secular 
intelligence whieh now by it with 
disdain. 'The struggle ended in blood be- 
fore; and it will end in blood again, with 
further results not difficult t> anticipate.” - 
It is noteworthy that there appears to have 
been an ehtire absence of any such forebod- 
inga in the coments on the Congress which 
have uppeared in the great organs of British 
public opinion which may be said to repre- 
sent what the historian calls the “secular 
intelligence.” While it is true that since 
Froupg published this impressive warning 
the revival of Romanism in England hae 
mide astonishing progress, we are inclined 
to believe that tie essential principles of 
the R-formation are so deeply rvoted in 
England as to make the pros of an 
conflict of the Roman Catholic harch wit 
the secular intelligence extremely remote. 


JAPAN AND PARI-MUTUEL.

Immediately prior to the visit of the 
American Fleet to Japan the topic of most 
lively interest, judging by the translations 
the English papers give from the v-rnacular 
press, wae the prohibition of the pari-matuel 
at race me-tings. We Lelieve we are correct 
ia saying that five years ago there was not 
more than one race clab in Japan—the 
Nippon Race Clu at Yokohama. In recent 

-ars Japanese race clubs have sprung up 
ike ee eaniats with the direct encouraze- 
ment of the Government. It appears that 
horse-ra@@ing with the pari-matuel as a 
feature was actaally the outcome of a 
suggestion by the Katrsuua Government a 
few yeirs azo and the system was ondorsed 
by the succeeding Gov-rnmsnt led by 
by Marquis Sarons1. Now that Marquis 
Yarscra is in power again he has beea 
forced t» smother his own child, We say 
forced advisedly, for the prohibition of 
the pari-matuel does aot “peer to have 
heen the willing act of the Executive. 
Indeed, only a fortnight before the 
prohibition was issued, the Prime Minister 
informed a deputation representing the 
race clubs that the Government had no 
intention of abolishing the pari-mutuel, bat 
that some steps would be taken for its better 
regulatian. The Government, however, bas 
been forged to follow the Judiciary in the 
matter. The Judiciary demanded ite total 
abolition ou the ground that its operations 
were cootrary to law. Oothe Ist inst. a 
new Criminal Code came into operation. 
Under the old Code the law against 
gambling, as it is translated into English, 
is in these words: ‘“ Persons who hav 
actually gambled, putting valuable stakes, 
shall be punished with major confinement © 
above ore month but under six months, 
with a fine above five yen but under 
fifty yen.” Under the new Code the law 
is tuat “ Whosoever shall bave played, bet, 
or wagered a valuable thing as a stake with 
regard to a mitter depending upon chance 
or contiogeacy, shall be punished with an 
ordinary fine not exceeding one thousand 
en, or police fine. This provision does not, 
however apply to a case where a mere 
article of momentary amusement or

an article of faith in England that 
the Foreign Affuirs of the nation are iu 


safe hands when entrusted to the care 
of Sir Epwarn Grey. Sir Enwarp 
Grey has almost hereditary claims to 


high office heing grandson of Sir Grorae 
Grey, four times Secretary of State 
for Home Affairs, cmmencing with te 
first ministry of Lord Joun Rvusgett in 
1846, and closing uuckr the same chief 
twenty ears later. Sir Enwarpd Grey, it 
may be remembered, was Uniler Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs under GLapsToNE in 1892, 
when he gained the confidence of the Kmpire 
at large by refusing to be ‘lictated to by 
his chief, as the latter, he thought, was bent 
ou pursuing a line of julicy incompatible 
with the general treud of public opinion. 
There is little doubt that his general 
common sense has been largely iustrumcaotal 
in reconciling the country to the continu. 
ance in office of the present Government, 
which, notwithstanding its numerical 
majority ia ths House of Comm ons, has been 
long felt to ba completely out of touch with 
. the country at large. Whether Sir Epwarp 
Grey will be handed down to posterity as 
a model Foreign Minister may be a moot 
point, which only the future can prove. 
At all events there is no failure to be 
charged to his tenure of offica,up to the 
present at least, and the prestige of England 
in this respect has suffered little diminution. 
In all this he has enjoyed the inestimable 
advantage of having obtained the unawerv- 
ing support of his Sovereign, while Kina 
Enwarp is himself a persona grada in all 
the Continental Courts. Notwithstanding 
all this, and the fact that the British 
Foreign Office has, by its abstention from all 
Continental intrigues, contrived te gain the

retaining for Turkey the over-lordship, Tue 
action of Ausiro-Hungary, at the moment 
tuo whea Turkey is about reasserting her- 
self, and claiming to enter as a constitu- 
tional monarchy the Europ2an conclave, 
seems particularly inconven‘ent. The atep, 
can hardly be accepted without soma 
imaginary demand for “ compensation ’’ by 
Italy and Ruasia, whilst over all impenda 
Germany with obscure, yet persistent, claims 
to Pan-Germany.

HONGKONG’S OPIUM REVENUE 
AND THE MILITARY 
CONTRIBUTION.

It is evident from the Reurer’s telegram 
we published a day or two ago that the 
Anti-Opium League, of which Mr. Tartog, 
M.P., is a shining light, is becoming res- 
tive under the delay which has occurred 
in Hongkong in giving effect to the Im- 
perial Government's urgent instructions to 
the Governor to tuke steps for the closing of 
“the opium dens” in the Colony. By asking 
a question in the House of Commons on the 
qabjedt Mr. Tartor displays an anxiet 
that the Governments should not permit 
itself to wink at any protracted neglect to 
carry out the policy indicated in the atate- 
ment on the subject made to the rte of 
Commons early in May last by Colonal 
Suexy, the Under Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. The reply given to Mr. Tarton 
is not a little interesting when contrasted 
with the dec'arations made to the House af 
Commons in May. Colonel Sugry, in 
answering Mr. Tarton’s question said the 
Ear. or Crewe was now considering the 
proposals made by Sir Freperice Luearp 
and the Government hoped ghortly to come 
to a decision on the subject. Colonel 
See.y'’s declaration in the House of Com- 
mons on the 10th of May that the Govern- 
ment would not recede from the poaition 
that “ we must act up to the a a set 
by the Chinese Government ” can leave ys 
in no doubt that the Government intends to 
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adhere to the decision to close the so-called 
opiam dens. China hiving set the er- 
ample, it is only a question as to how 
soon Hongkong ia to follow it. It would 
be interesting to know further whether 
the Imperial Government place an 

limitations on the declaration that in deal. 
ing with the opium question “ wa must act 
up to the standard set by the Chinese 
Government.” Does this commit the Co- 
Jonial Government to the policy or practice 
of treating opium-smokers virtually as con- 
victed criminals, us the Chinese authorities 
are doing in Canton? In the metropolia of 
South China every individual who smokes 
opium is reqifed to obtain a license from 
the police authorities, and, as if to emphasise 
the criminality of the act of smoking, he 
is required to carry with him wherever 
a wooden badge, similar to 
those worn -by convicted criminals. 
The smoker is apparently spared the 
indignity of wearing the badge about his 
neck, as the convicted criminals do: he may 
carry it in his pocket or up his sleeve so long 
as he is ready to produce it immediately it 
is demanded for inspection by a policeman 
or a licensed retailer of opium who is 
required to register on it, oa nain of forfei- 
ture of his license to retail, the quantity 
purchased by the unhappy victim of police 
surveillance. We can hirdly suppose that 
the Impe: ial Goverament intends to emulate 
the Chiuese Government in this respect, 
though tl.c declaration made in the House 
of Commons by the Under Secretary on 
May 10th seeme to commit the Government 
to any interference with the liberty of the 
opium-smoking subject. Be it noted that 
the Chinese authorities are going much 
further than the mere closing of the go- 
called opium dens. They are, as we have 
said, requiring all smokers to take out li- 
conses, renewable annually. which show how 
much each smoker is entitled to purchase 
per day, and each year the license ig 
renewed the smoker's allowance of opium is 
to be reduced until the quantity reaches 
the vanishing point. Is this example which 
is being set by China in the neighbouring 
‘province to be followed in Hongkong? If 
80 it means that we shall be required not 
only to sacrifice a large part of our revenue 
but add appreciably to our expenditure, as 
we presume the present police staff is gehen 
adequate to give the supervision that would 
be necessary. — 

The great interest the subject Poasesses 
for the majority in the Colony isthe bearing 
it has on local taxation. Only by what is 
virtually a loan of $400,000 is the Colony 
able to balance its estimated expenditure in 
the coming year, and if, as seems certain. 
we have to sacrifice in the coming year a 
large part of our opium revenue, there is 
but oue alternative to a reduction or 


’ remission of the military coutribution—and 


that is increased taxation, In his Budget 
speech, His Excetuency tax Governor 
it would be unwise to 
impose additional taxation, and Sir 
Feupgnice had not made up his mind that 
the Golony could reasonably ask for a 
reduction of the military contribution. In 
this connection it is interesting to learn 
that the Colony of Mauritius is financially 
embarrassed, and a Mauritius contemporary 
says it has become known that the Governor 
(Sir Cavenprsx Boye) has written a 
dispatch to the Secretary of State recom- 
mending that the military contribution 
be remitted for a period of two years, “and 
also that the salary attached to his own post 
be reduced from R75,000 to R50,000,” 
We do not press this example of personal 
sacrifice upon H.E. the Governon, bnt 


draw attention to the recommendation for 
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& remission of the military contribution 
ag an example Hongkong might follow. 
Mauritius pays a military contr. bution 
of 5} per bent. of its annual revenue plus 
R35,000 from the Colonial Treasury to 
the military authorities in lieu of Customs 
rebate, Hgogkong pays 20 percent. In 
other words Mauritius pays in all about 
£28,000 annually, while Hongkong pays 
about £12 
area of 705 square miles; the total area of 
Hongkong and the New Territory is 300 
Square miles. In population there is no 
great difference, and the ttrength of the 

rrigson in Mauritius is about equal to 
that of Hongkong. Finally, the revenue 
of Hongkong is a litile over four million 
dollars ; while the revenue of Mauyitius 
1g twice that amount (a little over 
ten million rupees). Yet the Government 
exacts from Hongkong a military contribu- 
tion of 20% and jis satisfied with 54% from 
Mauritius. If financial difficulties in Mau- 
ritius are deemed to justify an application 
to the Imperial Government for a remibston 
of a military contribution which does not 
exceed 5! per cent of the revenus, we 
may well ask, in the circumatances, for the 
disproportionate mil‘tary contribution ex- 
acted from this Colony to be reduced to an 
extent corresponding to the drop in the 
opium revenue which compliance with the 
Imperial Government's instructions will 
entail. *Qn what ground is a contribution 
of 20 per cent. demanded from Hongkong 
when only 5£ per cent. is paid by Mauritius ? 
We see no sufficient reason for this 
enormous difference,

A DANGER(C US SANDBANK. 


Wheo Messrs A. R Marty and Co’s steamer 
“ Hailan” arrived in port on Oct, 20a represents 
ative of the Daily Press sought the — 
to learn particulars of the stranding of his 
vessel on s sandbank nesr Hoihow. When 
found, Captain Hoeg related the experiences 
those on board the “Hailan” hb; passed 
tbrough during the storm, The vessel was at 
anoch«-r in Hoihow harbour on Sanday, the 11th 
instant, said the captain, and all prepared for 
the typhoon which was approaching and which 
overtovk her half an hour after midday, Both 
anchors were out, with a sufficient quantity of 
chain, and the vessel was kept steaming against 
the typhoon, The {tite was runniog in an 
easterly direction, while the gale was from 
the *W.N.W. and swung the ship 
the tide, the result being that the star 
anchor and 30 fathoms of chsia carried away. 
The port anchor was incapable of holding the 
vessel, and she kept on de og uatil nine 
o'clock that nigh‘, eventually ing driven bow 
ou into the big sandbank which stends from 
four to six f et above sea level at high water. 
On Monday morning thé tpsre anchor was 
hove in and preparations were made for the 
release of the ship. It was realised that 
this would be a diffloult. task, the vessel being 
jammed into the sand, which had a billowy 
surface, in :ome places to adepth of four feet. 
But the captain was not the man to d 
until the last effort bad proved of no avail. 
For five days the crew toiled to release 
their ship, and on tha fifth day wore 
rejoiced to find their effirts crowned with 
8 . Daring these five days the 
ehen'a engines had been worked at full 
speed asterp, and two ketches had rendered 
assistance in the re-flo:tiog of the vessal which 
took the water shortly after ten o'oclook on 
Friday morniog. 

The steamer's engines were slightly damaged 
wilh sand and awning, boat covers aod rails 
were oarried away, bit so far as the captain 
could see, the: ve s-l had vot received serious 
damage. Sbe will, however, be placed on the 
dock sbortly for survey. 

The Chioeee guoboat' Wang Yik,"’ like the 
‘ Hailan,”’ was driveo firmly into the bank, 
haviog lost her rudder daring the storm. When 
Captain Hoeg left Hothow on Sanday morning, 
(he warship was still hard a d fest, the efforts 
to re-fliat her up till that time baving been 
unsuccessful 

It may also be mentioned that in the typhoon 
of the 6th instant two other steamers were 
driven on to this sandbank. Ooe was Messrs. 
Jebesn and Co.'s “ Matilds,”” and the other the 
Frenoh steamer ‘ Houng Chow.” B>th went 
on the bank at the same time, and it took as 
long to refloat the “Matilda” as it did the 
“ Hailao ' on this occasion.

In all discussions on China’s Carrency which 
we have yet read the tradsl losses at the 
Ports alone are taken into consideration, W 
the far larger portion -of her trade, that which 
does not come prominently before the foreign 
Consul, customs official or merchant, is appar- 
satly overlooked. It may perhaps come ag a 
surprise, to some writers on the subject, ‘to 
discover that tha foreign trade of China repr 
sents bat a small fraction of the trade df the 


Empire, 

We think that we can safely state that {t is a 
fuodamental truth that “the wealth of a count 
cannot be estimated by her fore’gn trade alone. 
This seme to have been overlooked by the 
debaters of China’s Currency question and its 
omission from their osloulations leads them to 
a false conclusion, the premises from which they 
start their arguments being incomplete, if not 
inaccurate, = 

Now, China ia essentially a self-supporting 
country. Her inter-Provincial trade is enormous 
and the fertility of her soil provides the necessary 
wealth with which to oarry this on, leaving a 
handsome margin for the expenses of Govern- 
ment and public works. China’s foreign trade, 
as we have shown in a former artiole, drew from 
the country a sum of approximately 139,692,979 
Haikwan els during 1907 (balance of imports 
over expor'a,) to which must be added 28,500,000 
H. Taeis in payment of interest on foreign loans, 

Now the percentage of China's imports over 
exports during this same year, with a fall of 20 
per cont in exchange values, fell from 74 per 
ovnt in 1906 and 97 per cent in 1% '5 to 57 per 
cent. Had exobange continued le high it 
is only natural to assnme that our éxport trade 
would have suffered in soocordance with the 
percentage of 19U6 and our payments abroad 
would bave consequently shown a much heavier 
net total. This shows that in spite of a 2u per 
cent fall in exchange our loss was by no means 
go great as might be supposed. On imports 
416,401,369 plas interest on loans 38,500.000 
H. Taels presaming that we lost the whole 20 
per cent we should be to the bad H. Tnels 
9U,98!,272 and on Imports we should 
(ander the same conditions) the sum of H. 
‘Taels 57,061,678 leaving a balance of loas of H. 
Taels 33,918,596, or say, approximitely 7.5 per 
cent on the whole import trade and loau 
\uterest, 

Again, if the exchai ga had rwed high and 
cue disparity between imports and exports had 
remain.d ag in 1906, as a conseqaency our im- 
port aod export figures would have shown an 
additional disparity of 17 per cent Assuming 
that this loss would have fallen entirely apon ex- 
porta, we should bave had to pay abroad H, Taels 
416,411,369 and receive in exchange only 
244 874,048 H. Taels for our exports. This 
would entail a balance against us of H. Tacls 
171,527,821, that is a dead loss of u. Taels 
4'',934,342, The loss to our balance of' trade 
would thus be enhanced by H. Tels 7,075,748, 
We should gain approximately this renos 
ou our loan interest, but we should loge again 
on the export of treasure which at the exchange 
of 196 only amounted to H. Taels ¥, as 
against H. Taels 21,427,693 in 1907, a erence 
of A. Taels, 17,459,338. 

The increase in this export trade, however 
re-acta favourably upon our home producers an 
as @ consequenos, foreign poo being ox- 
pensive, the inter-Provinoial trade is given a 
great impetus. It must not be forgotten 
that a great deal of the interior trade is 
still carried on by barter. There is also a vaat 
trade carried on in this old-fashioned way with

CONDITIONS IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


“ 4 BERIOUS TROUBLE BREWI‘G.” 


The Manila Cablenewe eays:—It ia signifi- 
cant that one hears form all olasses of Americans 
expressions of fear that the peace of the 
islands is not {o ba kept long. 

“Something mast be done,” say Americans 
and Englishmen. They do not speak very 
definitely but convey the impression that recent 
murders and other crimes of violence of which 
white people have been the victims canse them 
to dread that these are but signs of a greater 
unrest under the surface. There seems to be a 
general feeling that the Government must 
bestir itself to agsert ifs authority; that serio 8 
trouble is brewing for the United States in the 
Philippines. These expreasions do not oome 
slone from the Army and from merchants and 
others, but also from some of the highest 
officials of the Government, One or two whose 
duties take them into the provinces, and ona 
especially one wha is on (he bench, have talied 
to the Editor of this paper cn this subj -ct. 
They seem to have forabodings which they 
either do not care to put io exact words or are 
unable to formulate in plain language. But 
they shake their heads and say, ‘ Something 
must bs done and done soon. We are losing 
the respect of these peopla and are losing 
control over them, The Filipino politicians 
caciques, and ilustrados seem to be drank with 
their license, The prestige of the white is very 
low in thesa islands. Thies cannot goon. It 
will surely result in disaster. ”

‘Tbis is one of the most important reforms 
and eszential rules of the present Government 
enforced to adjust cfficial positions. We cable 
thisto you first and will notify the Vioaroys 
aod Governors of other provinces to the same 
effect.”

NOBTH B.VeéR FLLOD 


The Flood Relief Society and the various 
Charitable Insfitutions here have again been 
very busy lately in rendering good service to the 
people of the districts up the North River. 

It is reported that in places in the Hoi Ping 
and Sun Ning districts the fields and houses 
are inundated with 15 to 20 feet of water. The 
sodden and saad aint rising of the North 
River to over 30 feet high at this time of the 
, has caught the country people unawares. 
Many of them have lost everything and are 
now homeless and starving, The loss of life 
in the districts bordering on the North 
River is considerable and hundreds of corpses 
are said to be floating in the River. It is 
reported that the flood has been caused by heavy 
rains up country which lasted over ten days,

change.

Peking asking him whether the officials had 
complied with tha instructions of the Imperial 
Edict issued in connection with thie mutter; if 
so, to farnish the Board with a full report as 
soon as poscible so that they may go into 
the questions of expenditure and number of men 
employed in each yamen, and have the same 
officially recorded. “Cha Vioaroy repli-d that he 
would forward to the Board a ststement of the 
requirements of each yaman and the estimated 
costs of the soldiers and poli -e it will be nocessary 
to maintaio.

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October 20th, 
NEW OPIUM BEGULATIONS. 


The following is a translation of the new. 


opium regulations, drafted by the Chief Superin- 
tendent of Police here, which will be enforced 


when the new license is issued :— 


1, AU licensed opium smokers are permitted 
only once daily, to purchase the allowance of 
pre opium ed on the license from any 
of the licensed prepared opium shops. On the 
reverse of the wooden license will be attached a 
piece of paper bearing the year, month and the 
number of days of the month and upon pro 
duction“of the license to purchase prepared 
opium, the opium shop will fill in the day the 
purchase was made, and stamp the chop of the 
shop over it. If any of the pre opium 
shops should be discovered plaudostinaly sellin g 
opium to any person in excess of the quantity 

ed on a license, or selling any quantity 
go an unlicensed person, or fails to chop 
the date of a purchase thereby enabling a license 
to repeat a purchase of his daily allowance, for 
each mace of opium and upwards a fine of $4 
will be imposed, half a mace i she $2, under 
half a mace $1. The fine will be exacted from 
both sides, For a s20ond offence the fine will 
be doubled and so progressively for every sub- 

nent fine, 

. An Opium smoker who travels must carr 
his license with him and must register it with 
the authorities in charge of such registratioa on 
arrival at his destination before purchasing any 
opium in that place. Failure to do so and any 
attempt to purchase opium will entail a fine to 
the extent of half the amounts specified above, 

8. No charge will be made for obtaining 
the licenses. Any smoker discovered smok. 
ing opiam without holding a license will 
be fined acon ing to his daily consump- 
tion and will receive forty strokes of the 
bamboo according to the old law (Ta 
Ching), or according to the new law enforcad 
in the 31st year of Kwong Su, eight days’ 
imprisoament with hard labour, which may be 
redeemed by a monetary fice; in any case he 
will be required to undergo “a cure treatment” 
in appropriate Government establishments. 

4. At marriage feasts and other family 


ceremonies, funerals eto, the host is forbidden |. 


to offer opium to hig relations or guests and 
any relation or guest holding a license will not 
te permitted to smoke opium unless he registers 
himself at the police station of the district 
where the ceremony ig held. Offenders will be 
— half the amounts specified in regulation 

o. 1. 

5. The license must be renewed, if required, 
annually, and every yesr the smoxer’s allowance 
will be reduced by at least two-tenths. Those 
who wish to reduce more must report it to the 
police so that it may be recorded. 

6. Any license lost through force majeure 
will be renewed oa production of satisfactory 
evidence; otherwise a second licanse will be 
refused. If a license is lent by tha holder to 
any person it will be confiscated and a fine of 
$10 will ba imposed. 

7. Removal of residence must be reported. 

No charges will be made anywhere fir any 
registration whatsoever.

BXPEBEIBXCES IN THE TYPHOON. 


ENIHUSIASTIC WELCOMR IN JAPAN. 


Tokyo, Ooteber 17th. 

Tbe ‘Kchumin" (newspaper) has r-ceivsd a. 
wirelers message stating tha. the Americen 
Fleet encountered a very severe gale north of 
Loson on the morning of the 12th iost, 

The lifeboate-of three baltleships wure car- 
ried away and a guoner of the “ Rhode Island” 
‘was washed overpoard. 

. Two bluejacketr, who were wearing lifebelte, 
were.slso washed overboard. 

On the afternoon of the 1 th inst, the sea 
calmed down. 

On the night of 15th Admiral Saito was 
able to get in touch with the Fleet by wireless 
telegraphy and extended to them a welcome to 
Japan which Admiral Sperry acknowledged

Tokyo, Oolober 18th. 

The first day of the reception to the 
American visitors closed with great success. 
The Fleet arrived at 9.30 and was escorted by 
the battleship “Scya” and a fi tills of des- 
troyers, 

The Fleet was welcomed with unprecedented | 
enthusiasm. Yokobama was alive with hun- 
dreds of thousands people, the streets were 
sblaxe with colour, flags were exhibited in great 
profusion, and inoumersble triumpbal arches 
erected, : 

Admiral Sperry visited the “Mikasa” at 
10,80 and warmly shook bands with Admiral 
Jjuin amid the booming of cannon and the 
music of the bands. 

The brillant sunsbine contributed much to 
day's success. 


; Tokyo, Octob-r 19th. 
Admiral Sperry and bis principal offloers on 
arrival at Shimb ishi station to-day were received 
by thousands of offlcials. Outside the station 
enormous masses of people had assembled and 
the greatest eutbusiasm prevailed, 

Two thousand five hundred men were given 
a day's leave {o vieit the oapital. 

In the afternoon the Ambassador (Mr. 
Thomas J. O’Brien) gave a garden arty to 
whioh ali the Americans resident in Tokyo were
